HIDDEN WEALTH. 


How Fortunes Lie In the Sweepings of 
Sheffield Factories. 

The average person would hardly ex- 
pect to find a fortune in mere dust, 
and yet large fortunes have been made 
eut of the filings swept up from the 
workrooms of the Sheffield ‘factdries 
where all kinds of silver gdods are 
made. 

Many thousands of pounds have been 
made during the past few years out of 
this dust, which at one time was 
thought nothing of, but was thrown 
out on to the rubbish heap in the usual 
way. 

It is bard to say how many men are 
indebted to this dust for the good for- 
tune they enjoy at the present time 
owing to the general disregard of the 
eweepings, as they are termed, in the 
past, but there is no doubt that several 
{very rich families in Sheffield have 
been made, financially speaking, out of 
the sweepings of factory floors. 


There is one family in particular !

Costliness of London Streets. 

From several maintenance points of 
view it is, in many cases, cheaper and 
better in the long run to pave with 
Caithness flags than to lay granolithic 
even with the first cost of Caithness 
flags. Similarly there might be circum 
stances making it desirable, says ‘‘En- 
gineering,” to discard the macadamiz- 
ed surface of a roadway and pave with 
causeway sets--even with granite ra- 
ther than with whinstone—and this 
notwithstanding the very great differ- 
ence in the respective costs. Such 
consideration of the price of paving 
lead one to moralize, and wonder if 
the laying of wood paving blocks in 
the streets of London comes within 
the eternal fitness of things in respect 
of economy in maintenance. The 
amount of money annually spent in 
the maintenance of the London etreetes 
must be ‘beyond the dreams of avar- 
ice 

It must be reckoned in millions, 
fur the streets are always up. And in 
Glasgow, with. its granite causeway, 
while the first cost of street paving 1s 
nrobablvy much the same as in Lon- 
don, the life of granite sets will at 
least be five times longer than that of 
wood blocks, and granite causeway 
has the additional virtue of being 
more sanitary than wood paving. But 
wood block paving is less noisy, and 
ng this ia the reason it is being used 
in London, who will say that much 
monev in maintenance is not well 
enent if it lessens the infernal din of 
the tremendous traffic of all kinds in 
the atreeta of ovr great cities, and 
tends to diminish the mental agony 
and phvsies) torture which the noise 
of the numberless street vehicles in- 
creasingly inflicts on the people.

Be sure to follow the fullness of your 
old corsets carefully when smootbing 
tnd pinning the two other ones. 

Attempt one side of the corsets at 
t time, and when al! seems right take 
them gently off the mode! and stitch 
the side bones and steels, trying, if 
possible, to pass the ribbon betveen 
the upper and lower coverings on each 
dde, as it makes a prettier eect. End , 
tt all by inserting the four bemes in 
tach hip casing, finishing top and vot- 
tom by folding and overhanding and 
making a rosette of ribbon in front 
und adding silk laccs to watch.—Phil 
wdelphia Press.

SUNDAY REST IN ENGLAND. 


Movement te Secure Larger Observ- 
ance of the Sabbath. 


England is moving in the direction 
4 the better olmervance of Sunday, 
and it may be said, in fact, that a 
arge part of Europe is tending in 
‘this direction. The following mighty 
words are from that great organ of 
public opinion, The London ‘limes: 
‘It is the bare truth to say that the 
weekly rest is now accepted as an 
axiom of democracy. Again, what- 
tver may be the grounds on which it 
is pressed for, universal consent urges 
that it should be Sunday. This seems 
aatural enough when legislation or 
yustom is guided by a predominantly 


féligions infivence, but it is significant 
that when the re hebd- adaire 
@hs enacted in Trance lImst year, 


though the law was by no means bas- 
ad on Sabbatarian grounds, most of 
ihe employes insisted on simultaneous 
Sunday cloraing instead of the alter-\ 
native methods provided by the meas- 
ure. The reason, doubtless, is that 
Sunday's claim is unique and unap- 
proachable. becaues it gives people, 
not only special opportunities for re- 
ligious worship, but also a chance of 
rert in common instead of rest in iso- 
lation Hence, whether was look at 
the home, or a wider range of social 
intercourse, there is no other plan of 
rest that can compete with it At 
the same time, since the ideal of 
pvery one resting at once is by no 
means eanry to work out in practice, 
some people may have to be prepared 
to take their Bunday rest in rotation 

It is really a new science, which we 
are only just beginning to learn. The 
French lew, which is struggling with 
a good deal of prejudice and many 
practical diffieulties, will furnish a 
valuable starting-point for experience 

That it has taken considerable effect 
already is plain to any traveler who 
ae a Sunday in a French town 

n this country we have not yet reach- 
ed the stare of fresh legislation

His object was to prove that a 


workman is not, as is often alleged, 
used up at forty-five. Mark All was 
born in 1838, and was over sixty 
when he atarted on his tramp. He 
claims to have been in every town in 
Great Britain. 

He has traveled Switzerland, Bel- 
gium, Holland, eipdare, 3 Portugal, 
and Spain. He has twice been through 
France. He speaks no language but 
English. 

He has had plenty of adventures.

The very latest in wireless devices 
is the wireless automobile. The phrase 
is perhaps somewhat misleading te 
the average reader. Of course the ar 
dinary automobile is not run by an 
electric current obtained from a trol 
ley wire, and the term ‘‘wirelesa” 
does not have reference to the ab 
sence of such a meana of conveying 
motive power. This particular form 
of motor vehicle is used for sending 
messages through the air by the usa 
of electricity and without recourse ta 
wires To send a wireless message 
there must be a wireless station, and

Though this is rapidly becoming a 
wireless age, tie streets of many cities 
are still incumbered with trolley, tele- 
phone, telegraph and’ electric hghting 
wires, 80 it will not be possible to 
drive the su-called wireless automobile 
or motor bus through them with the 
poles extended high in the air amid 
the Hertzian waves. The device is 
not intended as a substitute for eith- 
er the trolley car or the car operated 
by use of the third rail system. It 
is intended primarily for use in war- 
fare in communication between offi- 
cers of an army The new machine 
is the invention of the wizard of wire- 
less comnmunication, Gughelmo Mar- 
conl, and his secretary, the Marquis 
Bolari, and has been patented in the 
name of the latter With the pole 
folded up and resting flat upon the 
top of the maching the car looks not 
unlike many of the armed automobiles 


which have been invented since the

@ old religion of t triumph- 
ed in the end, and is tak of Teie 
bears witneas to the blind rage of 
the victorious priesthood of Thebes 
and the intensity of their hatred to 
ward the “heretic King” 

The dodrway of piled stones, which 
was sealed with the royal seal, was 
partially broken through, the wooden 
doors were wrenched from _ their 
hinges, the great catafalque which 
stood above the coffin was tom to 
pieces, and the mummy itself turned 
over in order to erase the name of 
the “heretic King’’ ineised on the 
sheet of gold which lay beneath it 

Figure of King Erased. 

Wherever the name of the heretic 
was found it was carefully destroyed, 
and the figure of the King, adorning 
the solar disc, which had been en- 
graved on one of the gold plates of 
the catafalque, was chiseled out 

The men, however, who thus vio 
lated the tomb were no common rob 
bers. The havoc they wrought was 
the result of religious zeal, and, save 
for these desecrations, the tomb re 
mains as it was left by the priests 
amid the throes of a religious revo 
lution which had epent its force be- 
fore Moses was born 

Wherever the excavators 
they trod upon fragments 
plate and gold leaf 

The coffin, when it was discovered, 
lay on a bier incrusted with gold and 
supported on four lion's claws, also 
of gold 

The woodwork of the bier has been 
converted into touchwood by the ac- 
tion of water. The coffin, however, 
1a intact, and is a superb example of 
the jeweler’s work 

The wood of which it was composed 
is entirely cofered with a frame of 
gold inlaid with lapis lazuli, corne- 
lian, and green glass. The inlay rep- 
resents for the most part a pattern of 
scales, but down the middle runs an 
inscription from which we learn that

the coffin was ‘‘made for Teie’’ by 
her son 
Wrapped In Sheets of Gold. 
The mummy itself was wrapped 


from head to foot in sheets of gold 
There were bracelets on the arms, and 
a necklace of gold beads and orna 
mente of gold inlaid with precious 
stones round the neck, while the head 
was still encircled by a priceless ob- 
ject—the imperial crown of the Queens 
of ancient Egypt 

This crown is at once simple and 
exquisitely fashioned, and represents 
the royal vulture holding a_ signet- 
ring in either talon, while its wings 
surround the head, and are fastened 
at the tips behind by a pin. The 
whole is of solid gold without inlay 
or other adventitious ornament 

An idea of the personal appearance 
of Queen Teie is gained from the four 
portrait heads which replace the heads 
of the genii of the dead of Egyptian 
orthodoxy as the covers,ef the four 
canopic jars 

These heads are done in Egyptian 
alabaster, with the eyebrows and eye- 
balls represented by inlays of lapis 
lazuli and obsidian. The face is that 
of a woman at once masterful and 
engaging; but apart from the lips there 
is little that is Egyptian about it, and 
the delicate subaquiline curve of the 
nose is European rather than African

In buying maca- 
roni it is well worth while to take a 
little trouble to procure the best qual- 
ity, as the results are so much more 
satisfactory. 

| The water in which It is cooked should 
always be boiling fast when it is put 
in. As to the time necessary for boil 
ing, It is Impossible to give exact dl 
rections, because some kinds of maca

roni require much longer than others, 


but it should be cooked until it can 
| just be divided with a fork by pressing 
it against the edge of the pan, but not 
until it is pappy or loses shape. If, 
however, it is subsequently to be fur 
ther subjected to the cooking process 
for any length of time, as is the case 
when It is baked or steamed, a some 
what shorter period may be given. 
From forty minutes to an hour must, 
as a rule, be allowed for the average 
large macaroni, about thirty minutes 
for spaghetti or nouilles and less still 
Yor vermicelll. 

Molded Marcaroni Cheese.—Bréak 
three ounces of macaroni—noulilles or 
spaghetti answers equally well—into 
smal] pieces, boil in rapidly boiling 
salted water. When tender, drain off 


| the water and add half a pint of milk; 


cook slowly till the macaroni has ab- 
sorbed most of the milk. To half a 
pint of thick white sauce add two 
ounces of grated cheese and mix with 
the macaroni. Last of all add two 
well beaten eggs. Butter a plain bor- 
der mold, sprinkle it with browned 
breadcrumbs and pour in the maca- 
roni mixture. Steam gently for about 
half an hour, turn out and fill the cen- 
ter with stewed tomatoes and mush- 
rooms. 

Spaghetti Timbales.— Boil three 
ounces of spaghetti in boiling salted 
water. Do not break it to make It go 
into the pan, but when the water boils 
fast take part of the spaghetti in the 
hand and hold the ends in the water, 
allowing it, as it softens, to gently 
slide into the water. It will soften 
almost at once and may in this way be 
quite easily managed. Boil for about 
twenty-five minutes, or until it is just 
soft, but be sure it does not lose shape. 
Then drain it, rinse in cold water and 
Bpread {it out at full length to cool. 
Butter liberally some small molds and 
ine them with the spaghetti, begin- 
bing at the middle of the bottom of 
the molds and coiling it up the sides. 
Fill the centers with a mixture of 
pounded raw chicken or veal mired 
with a nicely seasoned white sauce 
| and add one whole egg for every two

While 
good hatches have been secured from 
eggs three weeks old, when placed ip 
the incubator, as a rule, a good hatch 
cannot be expected to come out after 
they are ten days old. Too much care 
cannot be taken in packing. Since 
boxes sent by express are likely to be 
thrown and baskets carried, the latter 
should be preferred. An ordinary bas- 
ket, with plenty of excelsior in the bot 
tom and sides, well cushioned, makes 
an excellent receptacie. In this the 
eggs, each carefully wrapped, should 
be packed and over them plenty of 
padding placed. 

Cheesecloth or cotten tacked over the 
top forms a satisfactory cover. Such

DAIRY HEIFERS. 


They Shoeld Re Carefaliy Bred te 
Commence Milking Barly. 

A correspondent writes asking When, 
in our judgment. belfers intended for 
the dairy should be first bred... The 
general opinion on the subject, and we 
believe it is correct. says isin 
Farmer, fe that hélfers Intetided for 
the dairy shoukd be bred so as to 
come In with their Gret Cal¥es at about 
two years old. The militng function, 
carried to the extent which good dairy 
practice requires, 1s a bighly artificial 
one, and early breeding is one of the 
stepe necessary to the intensification 
of the milking habit. If the heifer be 
not bred early, she ts likely to acquire 
the habit of using the liberal though 
hot fattening food she should have for 
the purpose of making flesh. This, if a 
habit, fs quite fatal to the usefulness 
of the heifer intended for dairying. 

Feeding, management, breeding, etce.., 
should be directed to its prevention 
without, however, starving or stunting 
the animal. It is alleged, with some 
show of truth, that early breeding de- 
tracts from the size of the cow when 
matured and also that it is likely to 
have an adverse \nfluence upon consti. 
tution. As has been intimated, there is 
probably some truth in both of these 
objections to early breeding, but the 
world we live in is one to which we 
must pay the price for anything we get 
that is worth having. 

Barly Breeding. 

It is probable that the Intensifica- 
tion of any quality in the breeding of 
domestic animals is not attained with- 
out a sacrifice of something else. 
Sometimes the sacrifice is one that can 
well be made, and sometimes it is one 
that we would prefer not to make, but 
in any event we must pay the cost of 
the quality we desire to exalt. That 
early breeding does reduce sie and 
scale is altogether probable, but these 
are qualities that are not particularly 
essential in the dairy cow, and the 
early breeding is attended with conse- 
quences mucb more important to the 
dairyman than any consideration of 
mere size. It is poss!ble, too, that con- 
stitution may suffer to some extent 
from early breeding, but this, too, is 
one of the things that must be In part 
endured and in part compensated by 
the better care and greater attention 
to the protection of the cow from con- 
sequences of some little weakness in 
this respect. 

It will not do to encourage the milk- 
ing faculty by every possible means, 
early breeding included, and then al- 
low the cow to find her only shelter 
against the winter blasts on the south 
side of a wire fence or in the vicinity 
of a straw stack, but if care, shelter 
and attention to the comfort of the 
cow are given, that should be given, 
the fact that she is not quite so hardy 
asa scrub rustler would be can well be 
endured and indeed must be endured 
if a profitable dairy cow is sought for. 
Heifers should therefore be bred, we 
think, so as to come in fresh at about 
two years old. The materna) function, 
of whicb milking is but a branch, is 
thus encouraged early and made a 
characteristic of the animal througbout 
her life. 


Dairy Talk of Today 


If dairymen would expose all milk 
utensils to the sun and air there would 
be less trouble from poor milk. Strong 
sunlight kills bacteria rapidly, and 
when a can has not been thoroughly 
cleaned or a crack is left with a little 
casein that will quickly spoil exposure 
to the sunlight will to a great extent 
remedy the carelessness of the dairy- 
man, 

Milking For Pastime. 

Every cow in the berd should return 
a profit to her owner, but do they? if 
they do not they should be discarded 
and better ones substituted. Milking 
isn't so much pleasure to many farm- 
ers that they would milk for pastime, 
yet many are really doing so. Weed 
out the uuprofitable cows if it takes 
the whole herd.

Other things be 
jug equal, a cow will sell for wore al 
any kind of sale, public or private, if 
she is of good average size.

KING EDWARD A BARGAIN. 


British Monarchy Maintained by Rev- 
enue From Nation's Land. 


Prof. Masterman, of Birmingham, 
has pointed out that we get our mon- 
arch at considerably under cost price. 

About a hund years ago, the 
Crown lands, which then formed the 
chief source of revenue, were taken 
over by the nation, and they now 
bring in rather more than it costs the 
country to maintain the monarchy.

means that the law courts can take 
no cognizance of what the King does, 
but politically every action of the 
King must be sanctioned by some per- 
son who can do wrong, and who can 
be punished for doing wrong. The 
King has to act through certain defi- 
nite channels, and the whole of Eng- 
lish constitutional history lies round 
the contest to limit those channels. 

The position of the English King 
of to-day differs from that of the past 
in the substitution of influence for 
authority.

Real Struggle For Existence Starte 
When the Trees Are Large Enough 
fer “Crowns” to Touch—Then Be- 


gins the Race Upward to the isd 


—Eventually Only Fastest Growers 
Survive. 


It is important—in fact, essential 
for anyone who has to do with plant 
ing or tending forest trees to under- 
stand something of the history and | 
natural development of a forest. | 

Take the case of a forest where the 
trees are but a few—even two or three 
—years old. This gan sometimes be 
observed in nature where a fire has 
burned all the timber on a tract or 
where all trees on a tract have been 
blown down, and this tract has sub 
sequently. been seeded up and covered 
with a thick growth of y trees. 

For a few years little seedling 
has a chance to grow ag it will. It 
will have many hardships to contend 
with dangers, for instance, from 
frost, drought or excessive moisture 
—and naturally many of the young 


trees will die from such causes. When | 


these are overcome, however, each lit 
tle tree can grow at its best rate for 
some time, aajoying as much as it 
wants of soil, space and light. 

As time goes on, however, and the 
little trees increase in size, there 
comes a time when the crowns of the | 
trees—the term “‘crown’’ meaning the 
fcliage of the trees as a whole begin 
to touch each other. This has a 
beneficial effect on the soil, much of 
which has hitherto been more or less 
exposed to sun and wind; now eva- 
poration is hindered, and, moreover, 
the soil is enriched by the leaves and 
twigs whith fall from the trees and 
which, by their decay, form new hu 
mus. 

The effect on the trees themselves 
is a remarkable one. Now begins a 
‘struggle for existence. Now that the 
crowns of the trees have touched and 
even begun to interlace there is ob- 
viously no more room for them to 
grow in a horizontal direction. The 
Frese need of the plant—that part of 
t, at least, above the ground — is light. 
A» there is no chance for the tree 
to get more light by growing horizon- 
tally, so it spends its strength in 
growing upward. Eventually the fast 
est and strongest growers are the sur. 
vivors. As growth in height goes on, 
the light is cut off from the lower 
branches, and they become sickly and | 
finally die. In time the dead 
branches are blown off by the wind, 
or knocked off through being struck 
by other branches, or are brokep of 
in some other way. 

Meanwhile the fastes wing trees 
arc getting the most ht, and sc 
they have the best chance for develop 
ment. Having t above the othe: 

, they get the chance to spread | 
out sideways, and so to hinder by 
their shade—finally, probably, to kill: 
—their slower wing companions 
This process on for years and 
tens of years, and in the-end only a 


small roportion of the 8 which 
originally started in the race will be 
alive. As an actual instance, the re 


sult of work done in the Turtle Moun 
tain Forest Reserve, in Manitoba, by 
the Dominion Forestry Branch, may 
be cited; there it was found that, 
while the average number of poplar 
trees per acre when the trees are but 
ten years old is four thousand (4,000), 
when the trees have reached 80 years 
of age, their number has been reduc- 
ed to three hundred (300). At 40 years 
of age, there had been 850 left, and/| 
at 60 years 425 had remained. In an- 
other study made by the United States 
Forest Service in Moe England, the 
White Pine was the tree under in- 
vestigation. Where there were two) 
thousand two hundred (2,200) white 
pine trees per acre at ten years of 
age, at 60 years of age there were but 
two hundred and sixty (260) remain- 
ing. At 30 years of age the number 
had been just about halved, being, 
1,090; at 40 years of 690 had been 
left, and at 50 years ot age 400. | 

In forest tree planting a hint is 
taken from natare, and the trees are 
planted close together—a tree every 
four to six feet. The crowns of these 
meet in 4 few years—say, six or eight| 
—and so the ground is shaded. The 
great majority of the trees die, of 
course; the forester knew this would 
happen, when he planted the trees | 
But the close planting is much the 
cheapest way of preserving the mois 
ture in the soil and further enriching 
it by the forming of new humus
